WANTED—A COLLEGE OF PRE. 
| CEPTORS IN CHINA. 


' The following orticle ‘appears in the Monthly 
Bulletin. of the Educational: Aszocintion of 


"One of the ‘greatest, difficulties ‘of the school 


-| master in China is to obtain reliable Chinesa 


assistants. He may get an'able man who cannot 
teach, or a good teacher who has bat 2 slight | 
general. education ; and most often he geta 
one who jes neither teuching ability ner a 
sound getioral education. “Very eccasionally he 
gets'a jewal who has hoth learning and ability to 
teach... What can be done to remedy this. state 
of tings? “The problem hére raised is not. tha 
training of teachers, - that is'a much -larger 
jasue,—but the establiahment of some means by 
‘which ivhou engaging teachers.one may be sure 
that they have a gene grounding in the 
principles and practice of teaching and-ut the 
same time a ood yeneral educetion, Perhaps 
a bint from Englaud may be of service. 

With oxactly the purpose in view that we have 
outlined above thera waa founded in 1846 the’ 
Collegs of Preceptors. In its.charter, granted 
thiree years later, its purpose is defined as being 
“ to promote sound learning and:to advance the 
interests of education... . by- providing. for 
the periodical gosion of a-competant “Board 


of the acquirements and fitness for their 
office of persons engaged in or desiring 
to bo engaged in the education ‘of youth * 
In order.to carry out this. purpose the 
| Colloge has instituted examinations for teachers 
and gives three grades of diplomas. What_ the 
' prosont writer would suggest. is'-the éstablish-. 
ment.of 4 Board to carry out: some ‘similar 
schome for + hina. co 

The chief functions ofsuch a Board would. be 
the examinution of intending or acting teachers 
and thé granting of certificates to those who 
satisfy the examiners, As suggested by the 
needs of the © situation the . examination 
would be of a two-fold character, It-would,:in+ 
clude: (a) the professional side; (b) the general 
side. The professional side would inclade-papers 
on the theory of teaching and the actual giving 
of a lesson on a proscribed topic in the presence 
of an examiner. This side would be obligatory 
on! all candidates, “snd no substitute therefor 
should-be:-admitted. The general side would of: 
necessity be less rigid, Its “subjects would- 
need to be grouped, and making one group—say 
‘Chinese composition, with the literature, history,
